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The Bill to Wipe Out the Mormons,
Fromihe N. Y, Herald.

Mr. Ashley's bill concerning the bonudaries
of the States of Nevada, Miunesota, and Ne-
braska, aud the Territorles of Colorado, Mon-
tana, and Wyoming, having been twioe read
on the 11th instant, referred 10 tho Committes
oa Lthe Territories and ordered to be printed,
was on the 14ih instant reported back with
amendments, aod il ‘urther consideration
war postponed wuntil the Zsth  instant,
It is, almost withont disgnige, a bill to wipe
out the Mormons. By parcaliing the region
whioh, it is but just to say, was not long ago
a wilderness, that the Latter Day Saints by
admirably organized and persistent industry
Lave made to blossom like the rose, this bill

roposes to divide the Mormon foroes and thus

ring them more directly than before under
the control of the United States Government,
of the common law, and of the slmost uni-
versal gentiment of Christendom condemua-
tory of polygniny 83 preached aund praciised
by the gizciples of Jos Bmith.

We Lave here nothiog to say of the perzonal
gchewes of politioal ambition and land specn-
1ations involved in this bill. It is of compara-
tively little fmportauce to the poblio at largae
whethar the passags of the biil would help
Mr. Ashley or auybody else to become (fov-
grnor of Monlena and foture United States
Senator, or cheaply vnrick this or that speoa-
lator at the expense of the Mormons, who
Lhave slresdy doue go much to develop the
resontces of the distant regions 10 which they
were driven by religions perseontion, and from
which it Is preanmed they will again be |
driven in conseqnence of the passage of Mer.
Asliley’s bill. It is likely that this bill will |
meet with spirited opposition on the part of
Mr, Hooper, delegate from ["iah, sud Mr, Buar-
leigh, delegate Irem Dycotah, which also i
wiped ont by its provisions. Others are
pledged to protest in Congress sgainst the inex-

ediency, if mot the injustice, of snch a muti-
ation ot the wap of the United States as Mr.
Ashley proposes. Usnquestionably Congress,
as composed of representatives of the people
of the United Btates, has a perfect right to
legislate with reference to ell territorial ques-
tions. It Liks the right to sanction the parti-
tion «f the State of Texas or that of the State
of Michigan, so earnestly desired by the in-
habitants of the Upper Peninsula, who wonld
like to hiave it ced:d to the Ganeral Govern-
ment lor the purpose of organizing the Terri-
tory of Buperior, and who offered at the recent
Territorial Convention at Houghton very strong
arguments in favor of tbia purpose. Bulthe
question of the proposed partition of Utah and
the abolition of its Territorial Government
pregents a peculiarly dificnlt problem, It
wonld be andigniliad for the Government of
the United States to try to cut the gordian
kmnot of this problem by anything like a Yankea
trick. Without disvussing whether Salt Lake

of Secretnry MeCnllogh by selling gold to
préevest our greenbecls from deolining alao,
as shown by the oontinned rise in gold, wara
npavailing, Greenbacks fell to the lavel of
our bonds. Ueneral Butler was on a good
scent bere, aud he should bave followed it
further, Having shown that the valne of
our present ourrency depends on that of the

or any other city i Christendom—without
comparivg it even with what we consider tha
much legs objectionable system which pre-
vails in Constantinople—we must eay that in
our opinien the guestion be‘ore Congress
iz  mainly of expediency. Congress has
now to deelde whether it is more politic by
obnoxious, or only apparently obnoxious,
legiglation, to afford the Mormons the im-
mense advantages which every religious sect
derives from persecution, or to leave to the
Pacific Rullroad, with sll ita irregistible civiliz-
ing infineuces, the task of gpeedily eilacing in
Mormondom whatever is iunconsistent with
modern ideas of progress, IL i3 not improba-
ble that Mr., Ashley’s bill, which would cut
Utals to pieces and give the fragments to the
adjoining States and Territoriss, which also
divides Minnezola sud Nebraskas, and which
despoils Idalio by giving nslf her territory to
Montana, will be defeated.

General Butler's “Similitudes.”

Geperal Butler, as a fpancier, Las dous
better than some; Le has added to the stock
of publis thought, and has widened tha popu-
lar view of our financial situation. It is too
early yet to predict whether aoy of his sug-
gestions will become part of the financial
policy of the country. e regard his spesch
as far mors able than his plan. Ha plans
badly; but the worse his plan the finer the
opportunity for displaying his powers of
speakivg well for a bad client. [Ile proposes
that the present greenbacks and national bank
notes be withdrawn, and Treasury “‘certifi-
eates of value,'' or pictures havinf a “simili-
tnde to money'’ pot redeemable in gold, but
only receivable for taxes and onstoms, and
mnga legal tender in payment of all private
debtg, be issuned in their place, to theamount,
in disburgements by the Government, of
#350,000,000, and to the farther amount, on
the application of bondholders, of 90 par cent.
of all the gix per cent. bonds outstanding,

rovided the holders of those bonds shall
Sepoiit them with the (iovernmsut as sscu-
rity, end pay 3 00-100 per cent. per annum
for their nse. Iractiona! coins are alzo to be
issued of the intrinsle value of 50 per cent.
of the pominel smount of the present frac-
tional ourrency, now worth in specia 75 par
cent, ol its face. The proposition oloses the
pational bapks as banks of lssue, and con-
verta the Trearury into one vast national
bank eof izssue, anthorized theoretivally to loan
the hondholders, on tha gecurity of #1 750 -
000,000 of six per cent. bonds, a volnms of
onrrenoy Amounnting 1o £1 575,000,000, which,
with the &300, 000,000 of currency to be issaad
in redemption of the greenbacks and for Gov
ernment sxpanses, awonata W & grand tolal
of &1,925,000,000 of curvency thus legally
authorized.

The question how much of this will avar be
issmed depends, by the terms of the bill, not
on the will of the Government, or of the
Seoretary of the Treasury, buton the interests
of the bondholders aloce. The principal
bondholders are &t pre ent thinational banks,
gavings banke, imsuravoe aud trast comps-
nies, and foreign and American capitalists de-
siring them as & weans of investwent, It is
important to bear in mind that very faw of
the bonds are held by the comnerclal anld
business olasees. Mr. Butler argues that this
currency will be uniform, gonod, cheap, sta-
ble, and elastio. He cannot mean, by auiform,
that we will not still be compelled, by goold
faith, law, aud express conbract, to pro-

bouds, Le should bave told us what the valus
of the bonds depends upon. e could not
bave avoided the conclusion that the valne of
the bends depsnds npon the adeqnacy of the
provision made by us for payiog their coln in-
terset,  Uspitalists judge of the valae of any
investment by the adequacy and esrtainty of
the iotereat. If that is kept right they can
get the principal at sny tims by selling tha
botd, German, Eoglish, and American capi-
talista will pay ouly 70 per cent. of ita fave for
an American bond, because under onr system
of government there s about one chance in
four that sll provision for meeting the in-
terest will be repealed, Oar bonds sell a. 78
at Frankfort, because we can show our Ger-
mev  friends that we have a gold revenune
el 100,000 000, all pledged to the paymeant
¢f a coin interegt of ounly $130,000, 000, If oo
this argument alone the conseuts to pay 78

ceuts per dollar for our bouds, and if this |

caukes our greenbacks to be worth 72, what
wonld either bonds or greenbacks be worth if,
as proposed by Gepersl Butler, all provision
for & gold revenue wers repealed, and the Gov-
erpwent could get no gold whatsver, exeapt
by buying ivin the markst 7 What would be
the natnre sud extent of the “corusrs' wnd
the gold gamiling which wonld resuit if the
brokers of Wall strvet kuew that' the Govern-
ment mwust buy gold at the rate of half & mil-
lion a day in open murket, or repodiatae its in-
terest at the epd of slx months ?  Whoather it
may not laa pa gitile st gowms fators Ums to
base a paper currency entiiaty on oredit, to
bave it irrsde
a stendy voloe fn exchavge for other forms of
wealth, is a proposition apparently atopian,
Lint upon which, ag we have sald, we ave not
dizposed to dogmatiza. We do stroonp'y be-
lieve, however, that if to-day Geperal Batler's
bill repenling all provisions tor a go!l revenna
frem customs, with whiclh fo meet onr aunual
intarest, were pagged, onr honds would tnm-
ble down to twenty five or thirty cents, gold
wounld rise to three hundred, the Glovernment
wonld find it impossibls to bay half a million
of gold per day with its new Batler “simili-
tudes,"" and, ‘nnless it promptly roturped to
its presemnt poeition, it wonld have to repu-
diate its interest within six mouths for waut
of coin.

Geperal Butler argues in a oirels as to the
veloe of thege “‘similitndes.’”” He says they
will be valuable because they will pay ous-
tomge a5 well as taxes and debts; but he for-
gets that the value of the costoms will de-
pend on that of the carrency in which they
are paid. He capnot rest the valne of his
gimilitudes on the ocustoms duties and the
value of his oustoms on his similitndes, with
nothing for either to rest on. In reality, the
value of the “gimilitades’ will beonly what
they derive from heing “‘legal-tenders;” and
this, as General Batler shows, depends on the
value of the bonds, which intarn depands on
coin interest, which (feneral Butler abolishes,
by abolishing a coin revenue. This leta the
bottom out of Lis whole plan. General Bat-
ler’s enrrency would fail in sounduness, there-
fore, even more signally than in uniformity.

General Webh in Brazil—His Contro-
versy with Admiral Duvis.
From the N, ¥. Times.

We Lave recently published in the
Times a very interesting official corres-
pondence between General J, Watson Webb,
our Minister in Drazil, and Admiral Davis, in
command of our squadron on that coast. It
seems that, in its offivial publication under
direction of the State Department, this cor-
respondenca has been very materially emas-
culated—the Becretary not desming himself
authorized, nnder the call of the SBenate, to
publish 80 severe an arraigument of thy action
ef the Navy Department as is contsined in the
letters of General Webb.

It will be seen that General Webb deals
with the whole guestion, and with all the par-
ties iuvolved, with obaracteristio fraukness,
independence and impetnosity, Whers he has
instructions he follows the line of conduct
which they mark out, with vigor and fidelity
—¢specially il they seem to him adequate to
the emergency; whers he Las nowe he aots all
the sme—never hesltstiog o “take the re-
spourilnliny ' upon biweelt,

So the story of the llassian
brilery geems to amonnt to this—that tienaral
Baxks has bought lapd and My, Saward has
paid off & morigage. Really we think the
farce has gone far enough.

Heveral iuteresting facts, however, have
heen developed in the conrse of this otherwise
berren investigation. There was the high
principle of Mr, Rebert J. Walker, who would
not touch a $26,000 fee for lobbying the par-
chase through Congress, nnless it came in the
shape of & regular “‘coansel’s fee.”” There was
the unexampled kindness of the Washington
Clronicle and National Intolligencer, which
gave up their space to Mr. Walker's articles
ou Alaska. There was the gratitude of Mr,
Walker, who hinted that one or both of them
ought to receive some pecuniary recompense
for the damage they must thereby have suf-
fered There was the delicacy of the editor of
the Clronicle, who waived his claim to the
#3000 offered in obedience to this suggestion
in favor of the publisher. There was the
promptuoess of Mr. D, C, Forney, who didn't
waive bis claim at all, but took the money,
and we hope has made good use of it. And
finally, the investigation has shown us how a
certain  class of journalisis manufaclure
Washington news, and with what extreme
caution it is pecessary to read the Worcester
Spy. Upon the whole, the information may
La worth the trouble it Las cost to get it.
